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FALLING RAIN MEANS RISING LARD, 


The lard and provision markets have been 
acting in a peculiar but not in an alarming 
manner this week. The only alarming fea- 
ture about same was the folly of some Chi- 
cago speculators, who seem bound to drive 
away from that centre more-and more of the 
business which it has taken a quarter of a 
century to build up, and to dispel the confi- 
dence which thé foreigners held regarding the 
future and our much advertised prosperity. 

Everything seemed to run smoothly a few 
weeks ago. Wall Street set the speculative 
ball rolling; wheat followed suit; provisions 
seemed in a fair way of partaking im the gen- 
eral improvement, and lard, the formerly and 





yet the favorite among speculative articles, 
appeared to be on the eve of a “boom,” with 
all conditions favorable, when a few cases of 
yellow fever were announced in some South- 
ern cities. Magnified by sensational and un- 
truthful newspapers (always welcome aides 
to bear speculators) those reports pictured the 
situation in such an alarming manner that 
the few outsiders who had already begun to 
buy lard and provisions, let go for fear, and 
the packers were masters of the situation. 
In spite of authoritative and government re- 
ports to the contrary, “the yellow fever ghost 
was made to appear daily before anxious and 
crowded audiences.” The foreigners must be 
“shaken out” was the noble maxim and those 
very people, the decline of whose business has 
kept step wonderfully with their bearish pre- 
dictions, sent alarming messages to their 
clients, and to-day they gloat over their 
achievement. Well, the foreigners “let go,” 
and their selling broke the market, but it 
will not hold it down. It may for the pres- 
ent, but not for long. Conditions do not 
warrant it, and if heavy sales were made in 
order to force the market on live hogs and 
for the purpose of compelling the farmer to 
“let go,” then this object has not been ac- 
complished, and the result obtained is not- 
commensurate with the efforts made. It is 
true the receipts’ of live hogs at Western 
points have been exceedingly heavy for this 
time of the year and it has been argued that 
the farmers were sending so many unfinished 
hogs to market on account of the greater 
quantities to come. This is not correct. The 
farmers have both money and corn this year, 
and could afford to hold their hogs and feed 
them until they are fat and finished. Heavy 
receipts would not come before the middle 
of November and could not come but for one 
fact, and that is there is not sufficient water 
on the farms and ranches to water the stock. 
The West is suffering severely from drouth. 
Hogs that are fed on corn and wheat shrink 
instead of gaining when they have not enough 
water; therefore the farmers hurry to bring 
their half finished, unmatured stock to mar- 
ket. Hence, the simultaneous rise in wheat 
with the decline in lard. The hogs that come 
to market, however, now, are not lard hogs 
in the full sense of the term. If anything 
they are bacon hogs. The large receipts 
ought not to frighten holders, whether foreign 
or domestic. Whatever is coming in now will 
be missed later. All natural conditions favor 
better prices, The stocks outside of Chi- 
cago are inimical. Chicago and Liverpool 
stocks are declining constantly. Yellow 
fever will soon cease to be a bugaboo and the 
quarantines once lifted, the rush of provis- 
ions toward the South will be enormous. 
Packers doing a large business in the South 
sav that the demand has hardly slackened; 
that business in general there cannot be so 
bad as demonstrated by the report of the 
southern division of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road just published, showing an_ increase 
both in earnings and tonnage for September, 
1897, both over August of this year and Sep- 
tember of last year. A more friendly policy 
of Spain toward Cuba, which is apparently to 
be pursued under the new liberal ministry 
just inaugurated, will largely augment the de- 
mand from the West Indies for American 
lard and provisions and Europe, while reti- 
cent now, will want the same in larger quan- 
tities and more eagerly than ever. Add to 
this the larger consumption in this country 
caused by factories running everywhere at 
full speed, and with full forces, and you 
will admit that natural conditions favor bet- 
ter prices. We may be mistaken and the 
arm of bears and speculators may be more 
powerful and more far- reaching than nature’s 
demands, but we doubt it. They may econ- 
tinue to force prices down; they may further 
undermine public confidence, but (as a severe 
storm is apt to break the strongest ships) the 
hurricane of prosperity will reach them. be- 
fore next spring and. sweep them and.their 
existence out of its path, destroying their ne- 
farious and unpatriotic doings, restoring con- 
fidence and business. 


ADULTERATION OF FOODS AND 
DRUGS. 


By direction of Congress, the: Department 
of Agriculture is investigating the character 








and extent of the adulteration of foods and 





drugs. As stated in the circular letter just 
now sent out by the special agent, Mr. A. J. 
Wedderburn, it is “‘generally believed that 
adulterations, sophistications, imitations and 
misbranding of foods, drugs and liquors exist 
to a very great extent. Many of the States 
have enacted laws to prevent such practices, 
and it is very desirable to know how these 
laws have been enforced and with what re- 
sults. As the general public is largely inter- 
ested in this matter, as it affects health, mor- 
als and legitimate trade, it is thought proper 
to ask the co-operation of the press in secur- 
ae my mrt weed information on the subject. 

The National Provisioner” is most agreeable 
to suc h co-operation and to rendering its as- 
sistance for the purposes mentioned. We. 
too, are of the opinion that hardly any mat 
ter can be of more importance to the people 
of the United States than that of the extent 
and character of the adulteration of foods 
and drugs sold them. It may be added that 
the trade which “The National Provisioner 
represents is naturally intensely interested in 
the outcome of such an investigation. 

The Department of Agriculture states mos! 
emphatically that it does not desire theories. 
but simply a concise statement of facts whi’ 
ean be fully substantiated if necessary. !' 
has, with this purpose in view, prepared a sei 
of questions, which are to the point, and de 
mand a precise reply. Some of these quer 
tions are herewith quoted. (1) Do you know of 
any new adulterant? If yes, state what and 
how used. (2) Would a National food an? 
drug law assist in preventing adulteration? 
(3) Would uniform food, drug and pharma- 
ceutical laws tend to promote efficiency and 
purity. (4) Please suggest what would best 
promote the interests of consumers and _ le- 
gitimate manufacturers and dealers. (5) 
What is your opinion as to the extent of dam- 
age done legitimate business by imitation of 
brands, packages, ete.? (6) To what extent 
do sophistication, A tM inding and injurious 
adulteration exist; has it increased or de- 
creased? And soon. We have selected these 
questions and submit them to the readers of 

‘The National Provisioner,” inviting their re- 
plies. We shall be pleased to receive the 
same and to devote so much of our space to 
this important subject as we can spare from 
the more urgent topies of the day.

JUDGE FOSTER AND THE KANSAS 
CITY LIVE STOCK EXCHANGE. 


Judge Foster rendered, on Oct. 4, another 
sweeping decision against the Kansas City 
Stock Yards Company. This very important 
company, the second largest in the country, 
had endeavored to prevent the enforcement 
of a law passed by the last Kansas Legisla- 
ture, reducing ye ardage charges. They tried 
to prove not only that the present charges 
were reasonable, and those passed by the 
Legislature were ruinous, but especially that 
the State, in attempting to fix rates, interfer- 
ed with interstate commerce, as the yards in 
question were situated on the Kansas-Mis- 
souri lines. Judge Foster decided on every 
one of the pending legal questions against 
the company, sustaining the action of the 
Legislature, the tendencies of which had been 
largely influenced by such sentiments as the 
financial crisis of 1895 to 1896 originated, and 
as they culminated in the famous Chicago 
platform of last year. The Stock Yards Com- 
pany will, of course, in this case, too, appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

Meanwhile the same judge’s first radical 
decision against the Live Stock Exchange of 
the same city, well known to the readers of 
“The National Provisioner,” has found but 
few defenders in the press of the United 
States. Only bad times breed socialistic 
ideas like that which the more or less learned 
judge expressed in the following typical sen- 
tence: “Men who add nothing to the pro- 
ductive wealth of the country grow rich or 
poor by gambling on the wealth produced by 
others.” 

We cannot see for the world what senti- 
ments like these have to do with a Live Stock 
Exchange, which, by the same judge, is es- 
pecially condemned for controlling the entire 
business of buying and selling live stock at 
the Kansas Citv stock yards, If this be gam- 
bling, then all buying and selling of merchan- 
dise may be classified as gambling, all mid- 
dlemen would have to shut down on business, 
and the cattle breeder to look out himself 
for the buyer of his products. Does Judge 
Foster seriously believe that our cattle in- 
dustry would be benefited by that, or that the 
producer would reap the wealth which he has 
produced by his labor? If so, then we may 
after all be satisfied that he is only a judge 
against whose decisions appeal may be taken, 
as in this case, and not representing the leg- 
islation, where, according to his own opinion, 
the final remedy rests, 
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TO FIGHT, OR NOT TO FIGHT. 


Our editorial in the last issue under the 
heading, “Do Not Start the Fight!” has evi- 
dently attracted a good deal of attention 
from our many readers, who, we are glad to

ters which we received on the subject, we se- 
lect the following for publication, though it 
did not touch the vital point of our remarks, 
nor even essentially refer to the action of the 
American Federation of Labor. But it un- 
rolls the discussion of another topic of nearly 
as much genera! interest as that of the re 
lation between capital and labor. The letter, 
dated Norfolk, Va., Oct. 4, read: 

“We read with interest your editorial in 
issue under date of Oct. 2, entitled, ‘Do Not 
Start the Fight.’ 

We do not know the particulars which 
would or do prompt the American Federation 
of Labor to place the Armour Packing Com- 
pany and Armour & Co, upon the “We don’t 
patronize” list. As jobbers of provisions, 
however, we beg to say that if the same pol- 
icy is pursued in the conduct of their other 
branches as that followed in our line, we 
are not surprised at this action on the part of 
the labor union. 

The policy pursued by the Armours is what 
might be termed the “Whole Hog.” Their 
first effort is to get all the business they can 
from the jobbers—having first supplied them, 
they then endeavor to sell to retailers, and, 
having supplied them, their last effort is upon 
the consumer. E : 

[ enclose a card issued from their Richmond 
house, which goes to all the little retail mer- 
chants in Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina with whom they have an acquaint- 
ance. In addition to this, they appoint mer- 
chants and brokers in every town of any size, 
as their agents, distributing their goods to 
other retailers in that town, and in some in- 
stances selling to anyone w ho will buy 100 ID 
of meat.

The enclosed postal card, which, unfortu- 
nately, we cannot reprint in this issue, is, we 
are told, one of thousands sent by the Rich- 
mond house of Armour & Co., to all retailers 
in Virginia, North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina, and is prominently marked: “We want 
your trade and will take and hold it. 

We replied to our friends, among other 
things, as follows: “Your case and that of 
your confreres in the jobbing trade is of 
course very much different from that of the 
laborers. You stand on an equal level even 
with the largest corporations doing business 
in your line. You are naturally justified in 
fighting, and, if necessary, in dying fighting, 
if the case be a righteous one in accordance 
with the motto of all true Americans. We 
would not undertake to counsel you, though 
we are willing to take up your cause just as 
well. It stands differently, however, with the 
poor laborer, who needs protection and ad- 
vice, To this our friends from Norfolk re- 
plied: “The jobbers of provisions ask only 
of Messrs. Armour & Co., or any other packer 
that they come out squarely and say that 
they are working the retail trade and trying 
to straddle the situation.” We submit this 
important subject to our readers for further 
diseussion and shall then have something to 
say ourselves.

MARKETS — PRODUCTIONS TOO 
LARGE — OUTSIDE SENTIMENT

Notwithstanding that the statements of 
stocks on the first of the month had shown 
decreased amounts held in some respects 
greater than expected, particularly of lard in 
the world’s visible supply, there were not 
more than momentary recoveries from the 
feeble look to affairs that had existed for 
some time. There is too much stuff generally 
being produced for comfortable holding in 
consideration of the current sentiment of all 
export markets, while the loss of confidence 
which set in with the news from the South 
and the larger supplies of hogs, cannot be re- 
gained at once, particularly with the outside 
interest standing in om the short side when 
disposed to operate at all. But speculative 
conditions generally are very dull, and upon 
some days as lifeless as upon most ordinary 
surroundings. The Continent, for the most 
part, is not over the bearish ideas they had 
entertained for some time. It started with 
the belief several weeks since that the tend- 
ency was likely to be downward and their in- 
side notch then, while it has already been 
reached, does not find them dismissing ideas 
that bottom is as yet touched. Except as it 
gives confidence with those sources that the 
position they have taken, having been justi- 
fied, may still further turn to their advantage, 
and which leads them to hold off buying 
orders, there is nothing significant in indicat- 
ing possibilities in the attitude of the foreign 
markets. The more the situation weakens, 
or there is shown an absence of stimulating 
features, the longer the foreign buyers are 
likely to be indifferent, or at best to come in 
for supplies just sufficient to protect actual 
wants, but in the event of more sensitive con- 
ditions here through greater control of the 
packers or outsiders to giving indications that 
there was likely to be a turn to permanent 
conditionsof strength export movements would 
assume at once considerable more importance 
to aiding any upward spurt. The foreigner 
does not object so much to the price as to be 
caught upon a weak market. Besides there is 
,; 2 good deal of comparatively cheap stuff now 
going out which permits more or less indif- 





ference in most sources abroad. There is no 
question but that supplies will be much more 
liberally wanted, especially upon the Conti- 
nent, but that there will not be more than 
conservative buying until there is more gen- 
eral enthusiasm among operators in this coun- 
try over the prospects, while, as has been re- 
marked in previous reports, there is no pros- 
pect that this month will show a marked 
change for the better. There are too large 
receipts of hogs for the packers to grip the 
markets for the products well, while most of 
them are straddling in protecting holdings by 
selling the later options, especially December 
and January. Of course the continued reports 
of yellow fever in the South are put out as a 
restraining feature to improved conditions, 
but they act more in their having affected the 
sentiment and keeping speculative buyers out 
than through the knowledge that distributions 
to that quarter have fallen off. It is the fact 
that the speculative temper, which was 
marked some time since in both grain and 
provisions, is now calm and unwilling to take 
either side of the market vigorously, which 
brings about more than anything else the cur- 
rent tameness over affairs, since giving mar- 
kets without excitement there is naturally 
quieted the larger sources of demands for 
actual stuff. Statistically conditions are not 
changed in a degree from the period of the 
bull excitement for the bringing about of the 
present tame exhibition of trade. It was ex- 
pected that the hog supply would be about 
equal to that of the previous year, and that 
their marketing would be full and liberal at 
once, as the prices were and are quite satis- 
factory to the farmers, while current prices 
on the products are not high enough to abate 
consumption. Indeed all reports from Eu- 
ropean markets are of a character to show 
that hog products generally are passing into 
consumers’ hands quite freely and well up to 
average amounts. It seems to be merely a

Iduring the past year the movement of hogs 
was the largest ever known for a correspond- 
ing period; the average weight of hogs during 
that time had been heavier than for many 
years. The receipts of the swine during the 
past month, for the first time in over a year, 
have fallen hehind those of a corresponding 
period. There is a betief now that there will 
be some falling off in the receipts as against 
the corresponding time last year. The esti- 
mates of the hog receipts at Chicago for the 
month of October are 675,000 head; the aver- 
age weight of hogs at Chicago for September 
was 3 1D heavier than August, and 5 ID light- 
er than September, 1806. 

On Tuesday the tone was very dull, with 
the receipts of hogs were offset by their de- 
creased averages. An easier grain market had 
something to do with the indifference over 
trading in provisions, while the local crowd at 
Chicago were doing a little hammering. There 
was a little more of a disposition to let out 
supplies of ribs by the packers. 

On Tuesray the tone was very dull, with 
an easier drift of prices. Armour, Swift and 
Cudahy were selling January option. The 
decline was through the larger receipts of 
hogs. There was the impression that the 
ccought wae forcing the marketing of the 
swine. ‘bhere was no let up of the drought 
anywhere, while in the Missouri Valley there 
wes a regular water famine. A reaction in 
Wheat had no effect upon provisions, except 
possil.y to prevent them going lower. There 
Was a very good cash demand, while the 
shipments out of the West were equal, if not 
ahove, those of the best winter months. 

('n Wednesday at the opening there was a 





dull and easier drift, with hardly any inter- 
est from outside operators. Cudahy’s brokers 
were buying pork moderately. The Interna- 
tional sold 2,500 tes. lard. The market was 
not responding to the rallies in grain. Some 
packers sold January as a hedge against long 
cash stuff. The New Orleans reports of yel- 
low fever operated somewhat to the tamer 
tendency. The English houses were seiling 
lard all day, and there was the impression 
that the packers were trying to force holders 
of lard to let go. 

On Thursday there was the most decided 
weakness of the week. The packers generally 
were selling, as discouraged over the cash 
trading. The shorts were covering a few con- 
tracts, after which the temper generally was 
bearish. Stop orders were reached on Decem- 
ber pork, and this was a leading factor, al- 
though lard was as well unloaded and ribs 
more extensive than latterly. 

Beef continues under neglect by English 
markets, although the stocks held there are 
remarkably small. Supplies are wanted, but 
there is a disinclination there to pay the fig- 
ures held here and against making accumuia- 
tions, in the feeling that cheaper products 
will take mote largely attention of consumers, 
while with some hope that the market here 
may be more to their advantage, although 
packers here regard prices as low. From 
$13.50 to $15 quoted for city India mess. Beef 
hams are hard to sell and easier in price; 
quoted $24.50@$25. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were 4,738 bbls. pork, 11,723,486 Tb 
lard and 15,200,064 ID meats, against corres- 
ponding time last year, 4,413 bbls. pork, 11,- 
377.9903 ID lard and 11,448,508 ID meats.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are quoted by the lb. 
except animal oils, which are quoted by the gallon. 

TALLOW.—There was not much of an op- 
portunity to talk business with most of the 
melters this week up to Wednesday night, on 
account of the strictest and most closely ob- 
served of the Jewish holidays occurring this 
week to and closing then. At the same time 
it was doubtful if buyers felt at all hurried. 
In no instance was there an urgent demand 
from any quarter. So far as concerns export 
markets they are practically at a standstill 
over the supplies in this country at present. 
As these foreign sources are not bidding, as 
recognizing the impossibility of buying at such 
figures as they can afford to pay, it is mere 
conjecture the rate at which they would come 
in; there are supposed indications that they 
would not consider offerings above 3% for 
city, while with the market here at 3%, it is 
a fair inference that they could not pay 3%, 
else they would have bids here at that price 
in the possibility of the market receding an- 
other %. With the adverse conditions in the 
lower provision market and the general sym- 
pathetic effect of all fats, it would not be un- 
likely to have melters crowd the market a 
little, although it would be done at some loss 
to themselves in consideration of the variable 
and somewhat wild prices now being paid for 
fat. Under ordinary conditions of demands 
the competition which is now taking place 
over securing supplies of fat would give a de- 
cidedly stronger tallow market, but as it is, 
where any disposition is shown to sell the 
product, the advantage rests rather with buy- 
ers. The English situation is offering no en- 
couragement for the near future. The impor- 
tations and stocks of Australian are too large 
in that direction to expect demands from it at 
once. The stocks in London are reported at 
42,000 casks, and while this is under some ex- 
ceptionally large stocks there within two 
years, yet supplies are arriving out there 
steadily liberally, and despite a very fair con- 
sumptive demand, are adding steadily to the 
surplus. The importations into London for 
the month of September were fully 9,000 tons, 
while the previous month they were only 4,- 
300 tons. The effect of the full assortments 
there has been observed at the recent auction 
sales, at which there has been the necessity 
to withdraw a larger portion of the offerings 
than usual, while at this week’s sale 
(Wednesday) out of 1,500 casks offered 
only one-quarter of the quantity was sold, 
and the price went 3d. lower. The market is 
not looking healthy for the product for the 
near future, although of course if there 
should come about a recovery in the prices of 
lard and some other fats there would be in 
sympathy a change of tone on tallow. But the 
market is in poor shape in the fact that it 
has to depend entirely at present upon wants 
of the home trade, which fight shy of quan- 
tities beyond actual needs, or as the goods 
may be offered at seeming bargains compared 
with the general market. The melters in the 
country for the most part cannot make up 
their minds to accept the modified tone of the 
market, and they are as careful as at any 
time latterly in forwarding supplies; it is the 
belief here that there is a good deal of stock 
held back in the interior which wants only a 





better condition here and at the West for 
marketing to be shipped forward. But our 
home trade seems able to get along with the 
current moderate receipts of cowntry and the 
city make that it gets regularly weekly on 
contracts, to stand aside, except as other lots 
of city may be offered them upon their own 
basis of value; therefore the market misses 
any snap to demand. The production of city 
tallow has not varied from its recent under- 
stood amount, and is about 600 hhds. weekly. 
We believe the stock of city here to be near- 
er 3,300 hhds. than some other figures that 
are entertained here and there in the trade, 
while admitting that there are only two melt- 
ers who have the exact figures, and “they 
won't tell.” Country made has been bought 
at an easier price this week than last, with 
some common obtained at 344; from this 
values range up to 3% for fair stock, 
but some difficulty in getting the outside rate. 
There is no fixed price on edible, as the supply 
is too small, with the better grades of fat ab- 
sorbed in the make of the stearine and its 
oil, A nominal price is 444, but out of town 
lots would probably not bring that figure. 
Late on Saturday there was a lot of 50 hhds. 
city sold at 34%. Monday passed without a 
sale. Late on Tuesday a lot of 50 hhds. city 
of the Butchers’ Association was taken at 
3%. On Wednesday there was nothing done, 
but it was possible to buy other lots of city 
at 3%. On Thursday the market showed sell- 
ers at 34% for city, and little buying interest; 
there were 100 hhds. sold at 344, while nearly 
200 hhds. go in on the weekly contracts at 
3'4e. 

There have been sold here for the week 
about 450,000 Ib country made at from 34@ 
3%, as to quantity. The Chicago market has 
been varying from 4@4%, but on the later 
dealings shows offers to sell at 4, with more 
of an accumulation and the soap trade unwill- 
ing to buy, as holding full stocks, and in view 
of the easy temper of the markets for fats 
generally. There had been 1,250 tes. sold in 
Chicago at 4% down to 4, closing at 4. 

LARD STEARINE.—It is not so easy to 
buy the stearine as the oil. Pressers feel that 
if they are compelled to accept low prices for 
the latter that they can be a little independ- 
ent over the prices of the stearine, particu- 
larly as with the cost of lard there is aver- 
aged up a very narrow margin of profit. Be- 
sides the stearine is not being turned out at 
all freely by the pressers here, while the West 
is not crowding this market with offerings. 
At the same time the lard refiners have about 
all of the supply they need for refined lard 
contracts, while there is only an occasional

when their vats are to be replenished. The 
packers, while they are, as a body, very close- 
ly sold up to slaughter, are still nervous over 
the situation; however they may talk, they 
have not that confidence in prices which was 
characteristic about a month ago, and if 
some Texas steers sold at 10c¢. and Colorados 
at 9c., do not think it would be much of a 
surprise even to the packers themselves. De- 
cidedly, the entire production of Texas steers 
for the month of October at 10c. is not one 
whit cheaper to the tanners than the Septem- 
ber hides purchased at 10%c. Already the 
grubs are becoming very frequent in the cat- 
tle arriving from the Southern part of Texas, 
and this, to be sure, will have somewhat of a 
depressing effect on the sales for the com- 
ing month. For, though the shortness of hair 
might somewhat overset, yet the November 
longer haired steers at lc. less for the grub- 
bing hides will be looked upon with more 
favor by the tanners. The kill of natives in 
this city is still limited, and the price at 11ec. 
is seemingly firmly entrenched at present 
writing. Native cows are also of small supply 
and it is not expected that either native steers 
or cows will be received in any large quantity 
for the next five weeks to come. There is no 
doubt but that the yellow fever seare in the 
South has a depressing effect on the leather 
business at present, and a general cau- 
tion seems to be the order of the day, while 
at the same time no person expects that from 
this or any other cause the market will be 
much lower that at present writing until the 
long-haired winter hides make their appear- 
ance.

SUMMARY. 


The situation has changed little from the 
conditions that characterized it last week. 
Buyers are not manifesting any very strong 
desire to purchase and holders are not suffi- 
ciently anxious to sell to make any conces- 
sions. While the market at present shows a 
weakening tendency, such an issue is not ap- 
prehended by the packers. Stock is too scarce 
and the larger tanners have been too liberal 
of patronage to afford any ground for appre- 
hension on the part of the packers. The 
leather situation, which exercises, and will 
continue to exert, such a potent influence 
over hide prices, is virtually unchanged, and 
has been for three or four weeks, since tan- 
ners and dealers are demanding more money 
for their stock, but while a nominal increase 
is general, many of the larger buyers of rough 
and sole leather are thought to be buying at 
old prices. Many others, whose business is 
not of sutlicient importance, or who are not 
sufliciently importunate, are staggered by the 
advance asked, and consequently are holding 
off. Taken as a whole, the hide and leather 
situation is a precarious one. While the scar- 
city of the former will probably tend to avert 
any appreciable slump in prices, the non-ae- 
tivity of the latter will, if it continues, be 
a serious obstacle to anything like a brisk 
traflic. It is impossible for the most per- 
spicacious to make an intelligent estimate of 
the outcome.

The receipts of hides in New York City 
during the past week were 68,209. The stock 
on hand comprises 43,200 hides and kips, last 
week 32,500 hides and kips, same week last 
year 60,400 hides and kips. 


DRAWBACKS. 


The following facts supplementary to our 
editorial article on this subject, in last week’s 
issue, will be found of interest: The U. 8. 
Government allows a refund of the duties 
paid on imported salt used in the curing of 
meats exported, limiting the amount of sait 
on which refund will be paid to 40 TD per 100 
ID of pickle-cured meats exported, and to 20 
TD of salt per 100 ID of dry salted meats ex- 
ported. The duty on coarse salt, which is 
usually imported in bulk, is Se. per 100 ID. 
This salt is generally used in pickle-cured 
meats, and the refund on a barrel of same, 
weighing 200 I), would be 6.4c., providing the 
full quantity of salt on which a refund will 
be allowed is used. The fine salt, usually im- 
ported in sacks, is dutiable at 12c. per 100 Ib, 
and generally used in dry salted meats, and 
therefore the refund on a case of dry salted 
meats weighing 500 Ib would be 12c.; in case 
a less quantity is used than the maximum 
amount allowed by the Treasury Department, 
as stated above, the refund will be estimated 
on the actual quantity claimed. On tin plate 
used in the manufacture of tin cans exported 
filled with meat, fruit or other products, the 
drawback paid is equal to the amount of 
the duties paid on the tin plate used, plus : 
fair allowance for wastage. Bags, made from 
imported burlaps, and exported either filled 
or empty under the special regulations of the 
Treasury Department, are entitled to draw- 
back equal to the amount of duties paid on 
the imported burlap, less the usual 1 per cent. 

A comparison of the market price of domes- 
tic materials (salt, tin, burlaps and other ar- 
ticles), and the price of imported materials 
of the same kind, deducting from the import- 
ed the amount of duties paid on same, which 





duties the government will refund, it follows 
that exporters can, with profit, use the im- 
ported article in their exported regular or sur 
plus products. It is not essential that the 
manufacturer should be the importer of the 
materials used, nor that he should be the ex 
porter. The drawback, as provided in the law, 
is payable to the manufacturer or producer, 
the exporter or the drawback agent of either. 
The general rule prevailing in the export 
trade is that the manufacturer, who alone has 
the dats in his possession necessary to ascer- 
taining the »mount of drawback payable, will 
make the claim through his drawback agent. 
The commission merchants, representing the 
foreign consignees who order the goods from 
the manufacturers and manufacturers’ 
agents, are familiar with the demand of the 
manufacturer’s drawback agent for an in- 
dorsed copy of the bill of lading, and deliver 
such documents on application. Claims for 
drawback, as a rule, require the attention of 
an expert drawback broker, as the details, in 
order to assure the prompt payment of the 
claim, are many and confusing, and claims 
must be made in full compliance with the 
regulations of the Treasury Department.

A WAITING, ABOUT STEADY MAR-

In fact, the brokers 
and commission men hang about the floor of 
the Exchange, and welcome even the slight- 
est manifestation of interest on the part of a 
buyer. But with the lull over affairs there is 
not an exhibition of marked weakness, al- 
though it is quite certain that bids upon 
rather a tame basis would lead to more con- 
sideration than last week, and that it is pos- 
sible that small lots would be released at the 
inside figures then quoted. Yet the market is 
regarded as low, while it is among the im- 
probabilities that a further material decline 


tainty over its near future. Besides, the tal- 
low market is ranging upon a more insecure 
basis, favoring buyers as well as the position 
of fats generally. But export markets could 
come in now and make decidedly better terms 
than a little while since, while the fact that 
several weeks since they were willing to ne- 
gotiate freely upon substantial quantities at 
a decidedly higher price than that current, im- 
plies that with more settled general surround- 
ings of competing products, and which largely 
get their support or weakness from the drift 
of hog products, that there would not be a 
hesitancy over the current market, particu- 
larly as it is now ranging within 4%@l1c. per 
gallon of hitherto concededly exceptionally 
low rates. More or less irregularity is occa- 
sioned by the outbreaks of yellow fever daily, 
and while this is hindering or diverting deliv- 
eries at and to the usual Southern export 
sources, still imperative shipments are made 
either locally, or in instances through North- 
ern markets.

It is stated that the Elsinore bacon factory 
in Copenhagen, Denmark, has been sold to a 
syndicate with Mr. Ockenholt, of Nestved, as 
managing director. The new owners take 
possession at once and will commence opera- 
tions Noy. 1. 

The Brisbane, Queensland, correspondent 
of the Australasian Pastoralists’ Review, 

says: Mention was made last year of the dis- 
covery of a process of preserving fresh meat 
in deoxidized air by Dr. Kevin O’Doherty, of 
this city. A company was formed to work the 
patent, and arrangements have now been 
completed for testing it on a much larger 
scale than has hitherto been attempted. Ex- 
perience has shown that instead of being put 
to use in preserving meat fresh during a voy- 
age to England it will be better adapted and 
more profitably employed in defrosting frozen 
meat, as quarters of beef have been found 
to keep perfectly sweet in that atmosphere 
for weeks at a temperature in which it would 
have become putrid in a few days in the or- 
dinary atmosphere. 

The recent drought has called attention to 
the live stock statistics of the several colon- 
ies in Australia. It is shown that New South 
Wales on Dec. 31, 1896, had 48,300,000 
| sheep and 2,000,000 cattle; Queensland, Dec. 
31, 1896, 19,500,000 sheep and 6,500,000 cat-

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{ expense of $1 per barrel, and in this connec- 
(tion there is reported one lot of close to 3,000 
| barrels. 

There had been expected some strength to 
|the market in the latter part of September, 
and substantially all through October, by 
most of the trade, on the end of the old crop 
and an anticipated small offering of new oil; 
_ the yellow fever scare and the sudden 
‘promise of larger supplies of seed than had 
tbeen looked for at this early date, brought 
first a pressure to sell by the mills, and which 
had added weakness through the duller and 
‘easier provision market. Then came the in- 
| different export demand. So far as concerns 
Marseilles, it was easy to account for its in- 
difference; that market had been a conserva- 
|tive buyer several weeks since at the com- 
' paratively high prices, while recently it has 
‘been receiving some 25,000 to 30,000 bbls. 
‘from these old purchases. It is admittedly 
carrying a stock that will need replenishing 
at no distant period, yet at the same time it 
has a surplus for present needs, and will wait, 
apparently, the outcome of the position here 
from the variety of influences working at the 
moment. The current developments at the 
South are as likely to develop a steadier tone 
as the contrary, particularly in the considera- 
tion that the mills with their shyness over the 
prices of seed are likely in the near future to 
have lighter outputs of the oil than they had 
thought probable. 

The sources of demand in Italy are par- 
ticularly tame; cables have gone out, “Sup- 
pose we can buy prime yellow at 24; do you 
want it?” and word has come back declining 
to negotiate over 23%. But there is export 
demand at 24 for prime yellow, however mod- 
erate its nature, while the disposition is to 
ask 24%. There was one round lot of good off- 
yellow sold at 24 for export. At 24 the trade 
feels that the market is secure. 

The mills are having a good deal of difti- 
culty in getting the planters to modify their 
views over the prices of seed in the degree de- 
manded. While fhey have been able to abate 
the opening prices to the extent of $2 per ton 
in many sections, yet if they must accept the 
current prices for the oil as an indication of 
the near future of its marketable value they 
are constrained to be cautious; therefore their 
insistance over still lower figures, while it is 
making slow progress with the planters, who 
begin to feel that they can pay the prices for 
seed themselves for fertilizing purposes. 
There is that then standing in the way to an 
overplus of oil after the somewhat choked up 
channels from the yellow fever incident has 
passed over, while a revival of demands mod- 
erately would soon clean up these temporary 
accumulations. Of course the cottonseed meal 
is going off well, while it bids fair to remain 
under considerable attention from the Conti- 
nental and United Kingdom markets through- 
out the season, while its prices are likely to 
continue upon a basis to help out materially 
any modified profit from the price of the oil. 

The position in England shows that market 
turning out more oil, while it is accommodat- 
ing a fair portion of the Mediterranean de- 
mands to keeping its prices upon a relatively 
favorable price corresponding with the recent 
decline here, while-it promises to give larger 
outputs than last year, as Egyptian seed is 
to be had more freely than then. 


The demands to the South from our local 
refiners have been very slack for several days, 
although there is the admission that oil looks 
cheap and that it could hardly be expected to 
rule upon a more favorable basis to them, but 
so long as the lard market continues tame, 
with the consequent effect upon the demands 
for the compound, and particularly in view of 
the unsettled condition of the oil market, the 
disposition is to go slow over takings of the 
oil. The West is also very sparingly interested 
over new purchasing at the South. It fur- 
nishes a few bids, but they are mainly about 
4c. under any rate that the mills care to ac 
cept; it also finds its compound lard trade of 
diminished volume through want of snap to 
the provision market, yet on the whole it is 
doing a fair business in the product; but the 
West secured enough oil from recent con- 
tracts to tide it along for a little while, al- 
though it cost about 1%4c. per gallon more than 
the figures now current; however, that section 
was very short of the product on the closing 
up of the old season, and had to buy, while it 
will be forced into the market freely later on. 
As concerns the soap consumption, it has not 
awakened yet on the oil for the season. While 
the price of tallow is decidedly above the cost 
of oil, yet those soapmakers who use cotton 
oil extensively over the West are either draw- 
ing upon accumulations or getting their wants 
satisfied from associated distributing chan- 
nels, and are not entering as yet extensively 
upon contracts of new oil for future deliveries. 
The quarantine laws at many points in the 
South are bringing out restrictions to the dis- 
advantage of normal conditions, interfering 
quite as sharply against the regular move- 
ments of trade as at any time latterly, and it 
will require a few days to straighten out ‘mat- 
ters to learn just how the new developments 
of the seed situation will operate. The Mex- 
ican demand for crude in bulk is keeping up 
in Texas, although at a somewhat easier 
price, and which the mills satisfy promptly. 
It is probable that this Mexican demand, 
which has been growing steadily for two or 
three years, will make the sections in Texas 
from which it draws most of its oil slightly 
independent of demands from other sources. 
Our lard refiners are keeping their bidding to 
16 for crude in bulk at the Atlantic points, 
and are able to get an occasional tank at that. 
The West is unwilling to pay over 16, except 
as it can secure supplies at a favorable trans 
portation point, and then it offers 16%. There 
have been 14 tanks secured for the week by 
the Western and Eastern refiners at 16@ 
1614, while it is impossible to reach some lots 
under 17. There have been sales of 1,500 bbls. 
prime yellow, in lots, at 24@24%, and 1,100 
bbls. good off-grade yellow at 2344024; crude 
in barrels here is wholly nominal as yet, wait- 
ing a supply; it is thought small lots would 
bring about 21. There have been 300 bbls. 
white sold at 28, while butter grade is quoted 
at 28@29, and some fancy lots, named brand, 
held up to 32. On Thursday the market stood 
rather easy, but was practically unchanged; 
it was not affected materially by the decline 
in lard, as the oil had a substantial break 
previously. However, demands were almost at 
a standstill, while prime yellow was offered 
at 24. There were 3 tanks crude obtained at 
the Atlantic mills at 16. There was practical- 
ly unimportant bidding from exporters, while 








the dullness was exercising some effect in 
bringing about uncertainty over the ability to 
sustain the current price, although it was can- 
ceded that it would have a good influence in 
keeping the mills cautious over further nego- 
tiations for seed, except at a decline, although 
many of them are rather liberally supplied 
for current consumption with the seed at 
prices that they would find it hard to make 
a profit upon with oil at the current price. 

CORN OIL.—The market is still a little un- 
certain, while it. rather favors buyers on con- 
siderable quantities, with reports that offers 
are being made to sell through from the West 
at a relatively less price than quoted here. 
The situation continues to be affected by the 
late easier tendency of competing fats, while 
it shows: quite as much dullness as the list 
otherwise, and is especially slow of sale on 
export wants. Demands are not expected. to 
quicken until there is a more vigorous tone 
to the position for fats generally. Meanwhile 
naturally there is a little pressure to sell from 
the West. The prices range from 3.05 to 3.25 
per 100 Ib, with the latter price rather ex- 
treme even for jobbing quantities.

trade. She is especially fitted with cold cham- 
bers on the after decks for the conveyance of 
dairy produce by special arrangement with 
the Canadian Government. The refrigerating 
system adopted is the Linde. There is space 
on the upper deck for 1,060 head of. cattle, 
with ample facilities for watering and feed- 
ing. The steamer will be commanded by 
Capt. Owen Jones. It is stated that Elder, 
Dempster & Co. may establish a service be- 
tween Montreal and Liverpool next season.

small demand from exporters. There was a 
sale of 100 tcs. to equal about 5.75, laid down 
here from the West, but this price would b« 
difficult to obtain at the close; indeed it is 
doubtful if over 5.37 could be made. The 
nominal price for city is 5.75, although noth- 
ing had been sold under 5.85. In grease stear- 
ines there is no sign of a recovery of trading, 
either on export or home account, with little 
hope of much business until there is a general 
recovery of demands for fats. The prices are 
nominally 3%@3% for yellow and 3%@3%, for 
white. 

LARD OIL.—It is a very unsatisfactory 
market. All sorts of prices are nominally 
held on both Western and city, but when a 
buyer comes along he finds that he is able to 
get rather accommodating views by com- 
parison. The demands are distinctly dull; 
whether they have been driven out by the 
slow conditions of the lard market, or simply 
that ample supplies are held and that con- 
sumption is narrowed for the moment, does 
not appear. The pressers do not find the 
price of lard low enough to entertain some of 
the inside figures that have been accepted on 
some outside lots, more especially of Western, 
and keep their accumulations for the most 
part under control for revival of demands. 
There are offers to .sell Western at 37, and 
there are rumors that a less price has been 
accepted, while other lots have been quoted 
up to 38@40. 

OLEO OIL.—Little had come from Rotter- 
dam early in the week. It was considered 
that the market there was 46 florins, while 
200 tes. best brands had been sold. The 
quieter conditions were assumed to be owing 
to the holidays this week. The trade here look 
for more vigorous takings in a few days. The 
supplies sent out for some time have passed 
so quickly into the hands of consumers that 
the present lull is looked upon as only inci- 
dental to the mentioned break into business, 
and is likely to give way to normal conditions 





before the close. The desire to make accumu- 
lations there will hardly be abated in consid- 
eration of the butterine make being taken up 
rather closely, but at the same time there is 
an impression that the immediate market is 
not likely to rule upon quite so confident a 
basis of values, and by reason of the easier 
tendency of fat products generally upon the 
New York and Western markets latterly, al- 
though pressers will feel less like taking an 
easier price for the oil in consideration of the 
decline in the stearine and the difficulty in 
getting fat at any concession. On Wednes- 
day the price at Rotterdam was 44 florins, 
while it was expected that the churners would 
get to work over supplies the next day, with 
the holidays winding up on Wednesday night, 
and that the market would show livelier fea- 
tures. There were 400 tes. Morris’ extra sold 
at 44 florins. This is practically a decline of 
2 florins for the week. On Thursday 44 flor- 
ins was quoted in a nominal way. In New 
York No. 1 was still quoted at 74@8, while 
the extreme low qualities were nominally 
about 5 and prime at T@7\4. 

OLEO STEARINE.—It is a market influ- 
enced more by the attitude of the lard refin- 
ers even than last week. Statistically the 
position would under even half-way ordinary 
circumstances favor pressers. But it is receiv- 
ing this week added depression from the fail- 
ure of the lard market to stand straight and 
the consequent indifference of export buyers 
over refined lard. It is computed that there 
are hardly more than 150,000 ID here unsold 
in first hands. This amount shows of course 
a slight increase over those to be had the pre- 
vious week, but with any demand at all it 
would not be considered at all a depressing 
factor. But just now the pressers feel better 
satisfied when they are closely sold up, and it 
is through this in part that buyers get an ad- 
vantage. This desire to sell is provoked more 
by the fact that fairly good prices are being 
made for the oil, of whieh product they are 
inclined to turn out their productions freely, 
and while marketing the oil are not as urgent 
as ordinarily over the price of the stearine. 
Considering, too, that all of the surrounding 
markets are as closely sold in comparison as 
this point, the temper in yielding of prices is 
exceptional. Some of our pressers have been 
selling liberally their oleo stock, or just the 
rendered fat, as they found it netted better 


than results from the make of the stearine, 





even in consideration of the fairly satisfac- 
tory price for the oil, while, of course, saving 
labor. Thus far this week nothing has been 
done here in the stearine, and it is rather im- 
possible to find out the price at which all ot 
the pressers would sell, and by reason of the 
Jewish holidays, with, of course, no disposi- 
tion to talk business. Yet there is no ques- 
tion but supplies could be had at 55¢,and pos- 
sibly at 544, while the lard refiners say that 
if they could do a little at 5% they would be- 
come buyers; that is the best price they open- 
ly offer. But the West has come down again 
\%4, and is now at 54, at which there are sell- 
ers, while having restricted demands and ex- 
hibiting a good deal of indifference among the 
consumers. Our local buyers feel that with 
that price at Chicago and its tone, that the 
inside rate they bid here is about all the mar- 
ket should stand, while they are able to be a 
little independent through carrying temporar- 
ily enough of a supply, particularly when re- 
garding the current business here in com- 
ound and the temper of the lard market. On 
Tuesday there was one bid made here upon 
city of 54%. On Wednesday the bidding dropped 
to 556, while 554 was asked. As Wednesday 
night closed the Jewish holidays, it was then 
expected that the following day would give a 
more open expression of the market. On 
Thursday the refiners got a lot of 25,000 ID 
city at the decline to 5% they had insisted 
upon, and with lower lard have reduced their 
bidding to 5%. There were further sales of 

00,000 Ib reported in Chicago at 544, where 
the market is weak at that. There were sold 
at Chicago last week 200, ID at 5%, and 
afterward 100,000 ID at 5%. _ 

GREASES have suffered a little further in 
price. The market is down substantially an 
\% again and there is even more uncertainty 
of its being settled than last week. It is par 
taking of the general dullness and weakness 
on fats. It is not possible to get exporters to 
take hold, while the home trade is buying just 
as it needs a few lots for prompt use. The 
longer the holding off of important demands 
the more insecure the position, unless there 
should be a recovery in provisions generally, 
since stocks are added to steadily, while 
where there had been a scarcity of certain 
grades of packers’ there are now offerings in 
excess of wants. The people in the country 
who had been holding for the most part, cling 
to their supplies, although some lots have 
come forward. The Chicago market has also 
yielded about 4% during the week, and is dull 
as well. Of course, with the slow conditions 
of business the market is not fully settled. 
and the quoted prices are in a good degree 
nominal; thus A white is quoted here, that 
way, at 35%; Bo white at 3% and yellow at 
2%@2%. At Chicago yellow quoted 24% asked, 
A white at 3% and B white at 3%.

Sausage manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking for a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
well as it can be done by hand and in very much less time, 
thereby saving labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog casings as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing sausage. 

The machine takes practically no power to run, only a 
14-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. It does not need 
an extra operator, as the machine can be used by eithcr 
one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in the way, because when the machine has put on 
a casing it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 


feet of sheep or hog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
handle tender casings just as delicately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 


it is oniy necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve. 

A glance at the cut opposite shows the machine at 
work and after it has put on a casing.

SAUSAGE RECIPES. — 


Bock Sausage. 

The following recipe for bock sausage is 
given in response to numerous requests: 

Take about equal parts of beef, veal and 
pork, chop up fine, add for 100 th, 42% oz. 
salt, 34% oz. cayenne pepper, 3% oz. white 
pepper, add some water and a few small dice 
of boiled bacon (about 10 ID). Fill into nar- 
row sheep casings, twist off pairs of about 4 
oz., and smoke hot to a light yellow. 

Another recipe is to use 60 ID beef, 20 Ib 
veal, freed from the thick sinews, all chopped 
up fine. Then 20 ID of pork, both fat and lean, 
are added. When all is uniform, add some 
water, sufficient salt (about 4214 oz.), 2% oz. 
saltpeter, 6 3-10 oz. white pepper, 1% oz. 
cloves and some coriander or garlic. Knead 





with it also 12 ID finely cut lard, fill into nar- 
row beef casings; make short sausages and 
smoke red-brown. To be boiled before eating. 

A very good sausage is also obtained from 
the same mass as garlic sausage is made out 
of, horseradish being used, however, instead 
of garlic. Use 4 ID horseradish for 100 ID; 
scrape fine and mix up well with the mass. 
Fill into narrow hog casings, about 4 inches 
long. To be just cooked and eaten hot.

SAUSAGE MAKER.—Saltpeter will make 
color, and will also destroy it, according to 
use and abuse of same, just as a proper fire 
will cook and nicely brown meats, and an ex- 
cessive fire burn to a black crisp. A very 
light layer of pulverized saltpeter on dry salt- 
ed meats is enough, and in pickles 5 oz. to 
each 100 ID of meats packed. (2) Granulated 
sugar is preferable to common brown sugar in 
packing tongues; or, in fact, any meats, being 
more pure and penetrative and less liable to 
fermentation, consequently cheaper, also, as 
less of it has a better effect every way. The 
use of common brown sugar is, in most cases, 
the greatest kind of a farce, adding neither 
value nor merit in the slightest degree. First- 
class sugar is as desirable at No. 1 salt or any 
other article. 


R. B. S., BUFFALO.—A steer of 1,100 Ib 
dresses about 57 per cent., while one of about 
2,100 ID will dress 64 per cent. The reason is 
obvious, because most of the excess weight is 
due to fat; bullocks of 2,600 ID are known to 
dress as high as 70 per cent.; 75 ID of tallow 
is a fair result for the average animal. A 
sheep weighing 100 ID will yield about 8 
of tallow and dress nearly 50 per cent. A 
steer will yield 42 to 50 ID of blood liquid 
and from 4 to 6 are obtained from a sheep. 
Hogs dress about 70 per cent. 


R. 8S. E.. NEW YORK.—We can answer 
your query not more comprehensively than by 
giving you Carroll S. Page’s definition of it: 
By the term “drawn or fisted off” is meant a 
skin which is in every respect perfect, fresh, 
clean and in choice condition. No deep scores 
are allowed on the body of the skin, although 
slight knife marks are permissible. If the 
hair slips on a spot no larger than a silver 
quarter the skin drops down into a good No. 2. 

H. C. De C., CHICAGO.—Regarding the 
temperature considered a safe general heat 
for a smokehouse, 135° F. is a safe heat for 
beef hams and 150° for pork hams. In the 
case of beef hams, the limits are between 100° 
and 140° F. At a temperature less than 100° 
maintained for any length of time, the hams 
are liable to sour, while at a temperature 





above 140° bad results are liable to ensue. 
For pork hams the limits are 100° to 125°. 
Lower than 100° the same trouble will be en- 
countered as above, while a temperature 
above 120° is liable to cause the fat to try 
out and run. The high temperatures are also 
liable to cause too much shrinkage. 


SOAP MAKING. 
No. 64. 
MANUFACTURE OF MOTTLED SOAPS. 
(Continuation of last week’s article.) 





Relargage.—To effect this operation a sua- 
line alkaline lye is poured into the caldron and 
determines the separation of the soap and the 
foreign matters. The operation is much 
quicker, as the lye is more concentrated; it 
should mark 22° to 25° B. While this lye is 
poured in, a workman, mounted on a plank 
placed across the top of the boiler, stirs the 
mass with a crutch in a vertical direction to 
effect the mixing. This operation is very dan- 
gerous, for the workman may slip, and a fall 
into the lye is necessarily mortal. A very 
simple arrangement has been invented to 
avoid this danger, but, unhappily, this is very 
rarely used. It is sufficient to provide the 
workman with a waistband in which is a ring, 
to which is attached a cord, with the other 
end suspended from a bar of iron fixed at a 
certain height over the vat, arranged so that 
the workman has free play in all his move- 
ments, but cannot possibly fall into the cal- 
dron. 

Under the action of the salt lye the paste 
separates from thé liquid, which retains all 
its impurities. These come up in lumps to 
the surface of the bath. The operation is con- 
tinued until the lower liquid when cooled 
marks 18° B. Then boiling is stopped, and it 
is allowed to settle several hours, so that the 
separation may be complete. The next pro- 
cedure simply consists of drawing off the ly« 
by the tap which, on cooling, is put back int» 
the barquieux. According to Roux the paste 
is then composed as follows:

Boiling.—It is necessary now to finish sa 
ponification, giving to the paste the qualities 
which are necessary to it, that it to say, firm- 
ness, density and solubility, to take away 
from it its disagreeable odor, and to give it 
good keeping qualities. In the case of mottled 
soaps a certain number of operations known 
as services are undergone, which consist in 
pouring into the boiler salt alkaline lyes at 
various degrees of concentration, of which we 
have described the preparation above. The 
first service is made with the lye known as 
recuit passé, the second with the bonne 
deuxiéme, and the following with the bonne 
premiére. The number of these services va- 
ries from three to ten. For the first, the con- 
tents of the caldron are boiled to 75° C., heat- 
ing for half an hour, then allowing them to 
settle for three or four hours. For the second, 
the boiling is kept up for eight to ten hours, 
and for the others still longer. The time for 
renewing the services is gauged by the taste

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of the lye; when it has lost its piquant taste 
it is time to add more. It is useful before com- 
mencing the boiling, and once or twice dur- 
ing this operation, to rétomber the batch, that 
is to say, to transfer it into another caldron 
in order to separate it from the old lye which 
collects at the bottom underneath the tap. 
This having lost its quality spoils in a great 
measure the effect of the new services. The 
time taken up by this transference is not 
lost, as it very much accelerates the boiling. 
If this is not done, it is a good thing to raise 
the lye collected in the lower part of the cal- 
dron by means of a pump, of which the lower 
valve is not opened until it touches the bot- 
tom. 

After boiling the paste should be almost 
free from scum and devoid of disagreeable 
odor. Pressed between the fingers it is re- 
duced to thin, hard and dry scales, and pul- 
verizes on a prolonged rubbing. The lye 
which accompanies it should be still alkaline 
and caustic. According to Roux the paste 
now is composed as follows:

Mottling.—This operation is intended to 
spread through all the mass of the pulp, 
which now has a greyish-blue color, the soaps 
of iron and alumina, which will give the mot- 
tled appearance. It has to be conducted with 
very great care. A workman known as the 
madreur (mottler), mounted on the plank 
(madrier), over the caldron, breaks up the 
paste, kept up at 35°, by thrusting in and re- 
tiring vertically a redable, while another 
workman sprinkles the paste with weak lyes. 
At the first thrust the density of the paste 
opposes the movement of the redable, which 
the workman only half penetrates and retires, 
pulling back the redable rather obliquely in 
order to facilitate the passage of the boiling 
lye. During the mottling the grains swell 
out and unite together. The liquid which 
bathes the paste should mark 16° to 18° B. 
at the end of the operation. 

Chabaud notes that in mottled soap the suc- 
cess of the mottling is not merely a matter of 
purification, but it also offers a guarantee of 
the quality from the point of view of a less 
variable proportion of water than in the plain 
soaps or mottled soaps made by the cold 
process. This is not all. During the madrage, 
a system of stirring and mixing the paste in

which handwork cannot be replaced—if inert 
matters—tale, barytes, etc.—were added to 
the paste, the mottle could not be produced, 
and if a weak lye was added in excess the 
mottling would melt. This guarantee against 
fraud has contributed in no small degree to 
increase the consumption of mottled soap, for, 
as we have seen, it bears in itself proofs of 
guileless manufacture. 

Running into Moulds.—The soap is then col- 
lected with scoops with long handles and run 
into the rectangular moulds known as mises, 
in which it slowly solidifies. The moulds em- 
ployed for mottled soap are of masonry. The 
bottom, which is formed of squares of large 
dimensions, rests on a kind of mortar, from 
6 to 8 inches in thickness. It is slightly in- 
clined to allow the lye to run off, and this es- 
capes by one or two holes made for the pur- 
pose, but of course is collected to be used 
again. The sides are of brick, and are from 
23 to 27 inches in height. The surface often 
reaches to 30 yards or so. An opening made 
in one of the sides receives a sort of frame 
to lift the soap after it has been divided into 
cakes. In Italy granite moulds are used. 
They are expensive to begin with, but will 
wear almost forever. To obtain regular mot- 
tling the pouring of the soap always at the 
same place must be avoided. The cooling lasts 
eight or ten days, according to the season. It 
is a good thing to keep an almost equal tem- 
perature in the room where the moulds are, 
and this must be mild in winter and rather 
fresh in summer to avoid too slow or too 
rapid solidification. The mottling disappears 
in the superficial layer, which is known as the 
manteau. The soap which has been insuffi- 
ciently mottled or cooled too brusquely takes 
a granite-like appearance.

MANUFACTURE OF GLUE 


SECOND SERIES. 


GLUE TESTS. 


In these columns we have previously men- 
tioned several methods of glue testing. At the 
request of some of our friends we will give 
an accurate and complete description of the 
glue tests, such as used by some of the larg- 
est glue manufacturers and consumers, as 
well as of new tests lately recommended. 

To obtain a clear insight in the nature of a 
given sample of glue is a difficult and delicate 
problem. A perfect and complete glue test 
is to give positive and reliable indications re- 
garding the adaptability of the glue for the 
use in the various branches of the trade. One 
grade of glue will not answer for all purposes. 
Each consumer of glue requires certain quali- 
ties, which cannot all be found combined in 
any grade of glue. Each trade and each con- 
sumer has therefore a very strong inclination 
to stick to a certain grade, or even a certain 
make or brand of glue, refusing to experi- 
ment with any other kind, no matter how 
good or how cheap the offered glue may be, if 
it does not conform in all its qualities to the 
tried and approved standard. 

Chemical tests of glue, such as they exist 
to-day, are of very little value. Chemical lab- 
oratories in general are therefore not places 
where much information regarding qualities 
and properties of glue can be obtained; sel- 
dom can there be found the apparatus re- 
quired and men of sufficient practical experi- 
ence and acquired skill to make satisfactory 
glue tests. Outside of glue factories very lit- 
tle is known of glue testing. Dealers and 
consumers have one or two simple tests which 
they apply to the glue, but as a rule a syste- 
matie and complete testing of glues is done 
only by glue manufacturers, and by few 
among those. It must be admitted that while 
we have several good and reliable tests for 
glue, improvements and new methods are 
badly wanted. The existing practical tests 
give no absolute positive results, but only in- 
dications of comparative nature, and these 


a, , sat | only if made by experienced operators under 
judicious use of printer’s ink and hence use 


the same conditions of proportions, tempera- 
ture, etc. 
WATER TESTS. 

One of the simplest glue tests is the so-called 
water test, frequently used by glue dealers on 
account of the ease with which it is made. 
This test gives a fair idea of the grade of glue 
in a comparatively short time and without 
the use of more or less complicated apparatus. 
The principle of the test is as follows: If 
pieces of glue of similar thickness are soaked 
in ice cold water, they will absorb water and 
swell up. The better the glue the more water 
it will absorb and the firmer the soaked, 
swelled up glue will be. The details of the 
test are these: One ounce of broken glue is 
put into a glass tumbler and covered with ice 
water for about twelve hours; at the end

thereof the excess of water, the not absorbed 
portion, is carefully poured off and the soaked 
glue weighed again. The increase is stated 
in ounces per one pound of dry glue. 

A water test of 96 means therefore that 
one pound of glue has absorbed in twelve 
hours 96 ounces of ice cold water. The pieces 
of soaked glue are further examined; they 
are put to a light pressure between two fin- 
gers; the resistance offered to the fingers is 
noted. Best hide glues and gelatine will take 
up from 100 to 160 ounces of water per one 
pound of glue, and the soaked glue will never- 
theless be firm. Medium grades of hide glues 
will show a water test from 20 to 80; the 
soaked glue will not be very firm. Poor glues 
absorb but very little water; the soaked glue 
is soft, occasionally running into a homogene- 
ous jelly. Very poor glues dissolve entirely in 
ice water. Another important point in the 
water test is to note the color of the water in 
which the glue has been soaked for twelve 
hours. Good glues leave the water colorless, 
or nearly so; poorer grades give the water a 
color varying from light yellow to dark brown, 
according to the quality. The odor of the 
soaked glue permits further very frequently 
to recognize the raw material from which the 
glue has been made; hide glue, pig’s foot glue, 
bone glue all show their characteristic odor. 
The experienced glue maker and glue tester 
ean further derive a number of ,other inter 
esting points of information from the water 
test; the soaked glue will tell him how heavily 
the jelly was concentrated in the evaporator, 
how thick the jelly was cut, and will indicate 
the kind of cutting machine used. Close ex- 
amination of the edges and surface of the 
soaked glue reveals this information. This 
water test fails, however, when applied to 
heavily evaporated glues, or glues cut in thick 
sheets. The results obtained with such glues 
are unreliable and of little comparative value.

IMPURITY OF DANISH BUTTER. 


The last issue of Food and Sanitation of 





London, contains an article from Mr. D. 
Young, of Edinburgh, in which he answers 
the remarks of Danish Commissioner Harold 
Faber, who denies Mr. Young’s allegations 
that the butter produced in Denmark is im- 
pure. “The -National Provisioner’ several 
weeks ago contained an article on this sub- 
ject, and we spoke of the favorable chance 
of American butter abroad, were Mr. 
Young’s attack on the Danish product proved 
to be correct. The latter gentleman chal- 
lenges Commissioner Faber to put his denial 
of the impurity of Danish butter to the test 
by calling on the Danish Government, or the 
British Government, to send out two or more 
commissioners to investigate and report as to 
the sanitary conditions under which the milk 
from which the butter that is imported by the 
million hundredweights into this country 
(England) is produced in Denmark. One of 
these commissioners should be nominated by 


the Royal Agricultural Society of England, 
the other by the Highland and Agricultural 
Society of Scotland. “My only object,” con- 
tinues Mr. Young, “is to have the truth on this 
subject brought out fully and clearly in the 
interests of the public.” Food and Sanitation 
makes this comment: “For our part, we don’t 
suppose Mr. Faber will accept the challenge. 
We years ago exposed the methods of puffing 
Danish butter, and showed the folly of Eng- 
lish newspaper editors who allowed them- 
selves to be worked by Danish schemers into 
befouling English produce and lauding Dan- 
ish. Mr. Young is a welcome recruit to the 
eause of truth.” 

Such an utterance coming from such an au- 
thoritative source is certainly evidence that 
Danish butter is far from what it should be.

Two Austrian manufacturers, Isidor and 
Moritz Kohn, of Jungbunzlau, Bohemia, have 
invented a process for producing imprints in 
transparent soap. They state that the method 
hitherto employed has been to print the de- 
sired inscription in the ordinary manner upon 
paper, wood or similar materials, and then 
insert this printed material in the middle of 
the soap block. By this means the soap block 
lost its transparency, and could, moreover, 
never be completely used up, because at the 
end the inserted paper or wood prevented it. 
The inventors claim that by their process 
they produce a perfectly transparent soap 
which can be used completely. The required 
inscription is printed by means of type upon 
very thin strips of gelatine, and these strips 
are placed upon the finished soap cut into the 
requisite shape. In order that these gelatine 
strips should hold firm and not be displaced 





the soap is previously moistened somewhat. 





After this, boiled soap of a temperature of 
from 45° to 52° R. is pourned over it. When 
finished the print will appear embodied in 
the soap, and nothing will be visible of the 
gelatine. The blocks of soap so prepared are 
then allowed to cool, and can be cut and 
stamped as required.—American Soap Jour- 
nal. 

President T. B. Self, of the Victoria (Tex.) 
Cotton Oil Co., and his manager, are putting 
new machinery in their plant at Victoria. 

Another of the large packing concerns in 
Chicago, this being the third, has decided to 
go into the soap manufacturing business, the 
chief reason being, it is said, to secure the 
control of a widely-advertised brand. 

The overloaded floor of the soap factory of 
Peet Bros., at Armourdale, Kan., gave way 
recently. The damage to building and stock 
is about $1,150. The employés being absent, 
no one was injured.

During the past week the supply of beef 
eattle not very large, and anything fit for 
exporters did not go a-begging for a pur- 
chaser. During week the highest price paid 
for beef cattle that by Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger Co., being some 70 odd head of Pan- 
handle Hereford steers fed in Missouri for 
the last six months; they were a fancy lot, 
weighing 1,435-ID) average and sold for $5.25. 
Other lots, but not of such grade, of 1,484-Ib 
average, sold at $5.15; some of 1,400-ID aver- 
age sold at $5.10. Very few cattle of prime 
condition went under the $4.80 mark. Native 
cows and heifers, as usual, were pretty 
searce. The Western cows were therefore in 
pretty good demand. Some cows of 1,260-ID 
average at $3.95. Some heifers of 860-ID aver- 
age sold at $4.50; some of 980-ID average sold 
at $4.25; some 610-ID average at $4. Some na- 
tive stags of 1,540-ID) average sold at $4.10.

Some 400 of 
about 7S80-l average sold at $2.70. A bunch 
ef 103, weighing 873-ID average, sold at $2.40. 
Texas heifers of 532-T average, sold at 
$2.75. The Cuban Government was again in 
the Kansas City market during the past week 
and purchased cattle to be sent to that island. 
Their agent has also contracted for some 10,- 
000 Texas steers which will be shipped from 
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Texas ports to Cuba. The feeder trade dur- 
ing the past month broke all former records 
both in the markets of Omaha and Kansas 
City; in fact, the receipts of the two markets 
of all cattle for the month 324,803 head; of 
these more than one-half, or 164,000 head, re- 
turned to the country; 100,000 head alone re- 
turned from Kansas City to the feeding lots, 
and of these 37,000 head sent to the State of 
Kansas. The prices paid during the week was 
fairly strong, and had there been a sign, or 
an inclination, of rain, the prices would have 
been much better. The dry weather through 
the Western States is getting to be pretty 
much of a hardship on the farmers, their 
ponds and wells are drying up, causing them 
to sacrifice the cattle that otherwise they 
would be only too glad to keep; and the 
farmers complain bitterly that they cannot 
do anything in the way of sowing wheat, 
while some prophets of evil already say that 
quite a quantity of the wheat already sown 
will never do any good, the ground being so 
hard and dry. However, the farmers, as a 
class, often cry out before they are well 
whipped. There is no doubt of the fact, how- 
ever, that the two months of August and Sep- 
tember have been the dryest on record in the 
State of Missouri. Only 61 cars export cat- 
tle past week, against 119 cars previous week 
and 93 cars same week 1896. Shippers of cat- 
tle purchased as follows: Cudahy 546 head, 
Swift 518, P. D. Armour 334, United Dressed 
Beef Co. 269, Eastman 194, Hammond 413, 
Hall 246, St. Joseph Packing and Transpor- 
tation Co. 74, Schwarzschild 190 and Krauss 
100 head. 

Yellow Jack’s visit in the Southern States 
has in a great measure affected the hog mar- 
kets. The packers here are realizing what 
havoe a scare can make in their sales to the 
Southern cities; this has a marked effect on 
some of the packer’s purchases, and prices 
for top hogs during the past week the lowest 
of the month. However, the lowest day for 
tops this week, of $3.9614, will compare very 


favorable with top prices for the same day in 
September, 1896, when it was $3.25. The 
month of September has shown a very fair 
average in the price of hogs, and the farmers 
should be well satisfied with the results, 
the top price paid during September for 
hogs being $4.27, the bulk on that day being 
$4.17146@$4.25. The highest price paid in Sep- 
tember, 1896, for tops was $3.25, bulk, same 
day, $2.95@$3.15. On Monday of last week, 
owing to the bad reports of the Yellow Jack, 
tops sold at $3.971%4, the bulk $3.80@$3.92, 
but a steady advance during the week, and 
Friday’s market of $4.10 for tops, $3.95@$4 
for the bulk; but weaker sales in the Eastern 
market enabled the packers on Saturday to 
close out such stock as there was on hands 
tops $4.05, the bulk $3.85@$3.95.

During the week 
the feeders competed with the packers “ 
prices for all the Western lambs offered, and 
therefore the packers had to pay very steady 
prices during the week. Some native lambs 
of 70-ID average sold at $5.35: 600 Colorado 
lambs of 57-IbD average sold at $4.50; some 58- 
ID average at $4.75. During the week the re- 
ceipts from Utah by far overshadowed all 
other arrivals, and quite an amount of Utah 
lambs changed hands; 4500 of 56-Ib average 
sold at $4.40: 600 of 62-ID average sold at 
$4.60; 700 of 60-Ih average, $4.75: 700 of 59-

MEETING OF N. Y. BUTCHERS’ FAT 
MELTING ASSOCIATION. 


A public meeting of the butchers and others 
interested in the fat business, which was weii 
attended, was called on Thursday evening last 
at Grocers’ Hall, 138 57th street, New York, 
by the trustees of the New York Butchers’ 
Fat Melting Association, to enable them to re- 
port on the operation of their plant, which has 
been running one month, at the foot of West 
4ist street. The chairman, Arthur Block, 
called the meeting to order, explaining that 
the object of their attendance that evening, 
Was to review the labors of the association, 
receive subscriptions and admit new mem- 
bers. He had been away from the city for 
some time, so would call upon Mr, A. Haas 
to address them. Mr. Haas said: 


MR. HAAS’S SPEECH. 


“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: It is not 
often I am favored to view so pleasant an au- 
dience, but, considering the importance and 
the interest involved, I do not wonder that at 
last our good brethren have awakened to the 
fact that there must be some fire where there 
is so much smoke. It is true the smoke has 
disappeared and the fire of industry is burn- 
ing so hot among the intelligent butchers that 
all the extinguishers of our former bosses, be 
they ancient or modern, they cannot put it 
out. Be it said that it was not we that start- 
ed this fire a-raging, but it was the work of 
a favored few who have kindled it and have 
fed the flames with a solution, the secret of 
which is best known to themselves, until they 
became uncontrollable. Now, I say, let it 
burn, and not until every intelligent butcher 
who is mindful enough of his own interest 
has joined us will we attempt to relax our 
untiresome effort to bring about that inde- 
vwndence once so prominent in butcherdom. 
Vike a parent watchful of their offspring we 
have guarded the youngster for four weeks, 
and, mindful of the necessity of keeping a 
close eye on the minor, we have succeeded al- 
ready to such an extent that henceforth we 
will lead and not follow. We have been led 
long enough. Our eyes have been opened and 
while they are open we may as well see pros- 
perity as poverty, into which a great many 
of our once wealthy butchers were drifting. 
We do not harbor‘any bad feeling against 
those that conspired to impoverish our exist- 
ence and rob us of our freedom because their 
reward is being reaped now, but we have our- 
selves to blame for being held in the clutches 
of them who have strived to take, not only 
our freedom, but who have deprived many 
from obtaining the necessaries of life. 

Four weeks ago we started the wheels of 
our industry in motion and already we have 
proven by results that the butchers are not so 
dumb as they sometimes look to be. We 
have paid our customers and members 1% 
cents for their fat and 4 cents for their suet. 
At the same time last year we received 14 
cents apd 24% cents respectively; tallow was 
bringing the same price then as it is now; 
quite a profit these people were making on 
our product. Is it, then, any wonder they 


hate to let go of that grip? It just amounts 
to this: The man who produces 10,000 ID of 
fat per month, and 4,000 ID of suit, receives 
therefor $110 more per month with us than 
he did a year ago with them, and the same 
conditions prevailing. And this is but a be- 
ginning; we will do better with three times 
the amount of fat, our expenses are reduced to 
one-third of the present quota and our profits 
therefore twice as large. In view of this in- 
viting condition all we ask of you is your co- 
operation, your assistance, the material to 
bring about the desired result, and we will 
do the rest. Your attention is also asked in 
another direction. We want clearly picked 
fat; do not figure that when you throw in a 
dried out lamb breast or chicken feet that it 
adds to your profit. It does not. The gen- 
eral result will not be there in melting, and 
while our driver- may be lenient enough to 
allow you that advantage imaginary, the in- 
terest of the association ought to be implant- 
ed into your hearts to such an extent that it 
should act as a safeguard against any such 
practice. Remember, it is your business, the 
result is yours, and any sharp practices will 
only revert back to you. As I have stated be- 
fore, give us your encouragement, your di- 
rectors and manager will go a step further 
by giving their undivided attention and time 
free of any expense, only to promote and pre- 
serve that liberty and that independence to 
which we are justly entitled, and to which we 
have been so estranged. 

“Now, gentlemen, you have heard my senti- 
ments. If you feel as I do about this busi- 
ness you will not hanker back and use this 
assochition for what you can make out of it 
by using it as a lever to press more money 
out of your old bosses. Such actions I con- 
demn, gentlemen. If I could realize 10 cents 
per pound for our fat from other sources i- 
legitimately and only %-cent; if this should be 
all that I knew it would be worth to us I 
would say this association will get our fat, 
for the reason that it is market value and if 
the result of our business will enable us to 
pay three times the present price we stand 
ready at all times to pay you all there is in 
it. 

George Thomson, who next spoke, advocat- 
ed the cause of the association, pointing to 
the Calfskin Association as an example of the 
success of United Butcherdom, and mention- 
ed the fact that it was only during the last 
eight days, after nine years of trading, that 
they had been able to lift the mortgage of 
$20,000 on that property. What could be 
done in the one could be done in the other, 
and it behooved each member to study it as 
his own business, which, indeed, it was, and 
although they had not got in the month the 
value for their outlay, they were very well 
satisfied with the results. Over 75,000 ID of 
fat had been collected during the last three 
days, which would make 150,000 ID per week, 
but they had facilities to render twice that 
amount, and they could get in the market 
equally as much for their tallow as any of 
the other firms engaged in the same line of 
business. The more members they got the 
more fat they collected, would not necessitate 
any additional expenses, compared with the 
increase, and the more profit would acerue to 
the association. They were in for reforming 
with a vengeance. They had already a mem- 
bership of over 150 butchers, besides the addi- 
tional business of a good number who had 
not yet made application to join them, but 
who would sooner or later see the advantages 
offered and fall in line. 

Arthur Block remarked that if, in the 
month, or even three months, they did not re- 
ceive a cent, it was a matter of principle that 
they throw off the yoke of their oppressors. 
There was no turning back now; all must 
push forward unanimously, for if they failed, 
instead of only going back to boss rule and 
old prices, it would likely happen that they 
would have to pay to have their fat carted 
away, and their last state would be worse 
than the fi first. 

Vm. G. Wagner said as novices they were 
very . satisfied that they got on so well 
during the past month, and it was an error 
that they were going to sell their suet to one 
of the wholesale manufacturers after Nov. 1. 
The trustees and board of management were 
so agreed, and such capable and upright men 
that there was not enough money in New 
York City to buy any one of the officers of 
the Butchers’ Fat Melting Association. Af- 
ter one or two other speakers expressed the 
same sentiments the meeting adjourned.

** It was announced Tuesday that Gustav 
Goldmann, the well-known dealer in provis- 
ions, sausages, ete., at 314 East Houston 
street, is in financial difficulties, and has 
transferred his business, accounts and store 
property. He has conveyed the store property 
to Lewis A. London, a brother-in-law, the con- 
sideration being $19,000, subject to a mort- 
gage of $15,000; the business, stock, fixtures, 
horses and wagons were transferred to L. 
Goldmann, a brother, for a claim of $1,800, 
and the book accounts were transferred to 
Nathan Kann, a brother-in-law. Mr. Gold- 
mann had been in business for twenty years, 
and his sausages had a ready sale in this mar- 
ket and Brooklyn. He had a branch store at 
350 Grand street, Brooklyn. He has con- 
fessed judgment for $274 in favor of the 
United Dressed Beef Company, and execu- 
tion has been issued to the sheriff. The sheriff 
Monday received an attachment against him 
for $1,944 in favor of Bechstein & Co., for 
sausage casings. They claim that on Sept. 29, 
the same day he disposed of his property, he 
ordered from them 100 bundles of casings, 
which they delivered, and which have not 
been paid for. They have filed a lis pendens 
on his house, 10 Beekman place, and also on 
the store property, 314 East Houston street. 
Horwitz & Hershfield, attorneys for Mr. 
Goldmann, said that the liabilities are about 
$20,000. He had difficulty in making collee- 
tions: he sold to many delicatessen dealers, 
and when they had to close on Sunday on ac- 
count of the Raines law they ran behind in 
their payments to Mr. Goldmann. He also 
lost heavily by the branch store in Brooklyn. 
Horwitz & Hershfield said they thought some 
settlement would be arranged with the cred- 
itors to put Mr. Goldmann on his feet again 
and continue the business. 











CHICAGO LIVE STOCK REVIEW.

HOGS.—Receipts of hogs this week have 
been about what the trade expected, the qual- 
ity about the poorest of the season, and the 
packers made a determined fight on all kinds 
of heavy hogs. Prices declined on heavy 
packing hogs anywhere from 10@: 30c, com- 
pared with last week. The provision market 
has been extremely dull the past two weeks, 
and none of the decline which occurred on ac- 
count of the yellow fever scare has been re- 
covered, Prices for provisions are on a basis 
of $3.50 for good heavy hogs, with mess pork 
selling even on a lower basis than that. The 
indications point to fair receipts, and as usual 
during October prices are liable to decline un- 
til they reach a level which is satisfactory to 
the packing interest. We advise our readers 
to buy all kinds of heavy hogs with good 
margins and ship as soon as possible until 
the trade is better adjusted. The shipping 
demand was fair and = strictly choice 
smooth medium weight hogs sold at $4.00@ 
4.20; assorted light weights, $4.15@4.25: good 
to choice smooth medium mixed hogs, $3.80@ 
3.90; medium weight packing hogs, weighing 
under 300 Th, $3.70@%5.80; heavy packing 
hogs, $3.40@3.65. We would not be sur- 
ised to see still lower prices for these 
1eavy hogs; in fact, we think all kinds of 
packing hogs should be bought to sell here 
at $3.50 or under in the near future, and 
oer aevesdingy. 

CATTLE.—Reeceipts of cattle continue lib- 
eral, a although the demand is good for 
desirable grades, the general market ruled 

steady and prices unchanged on nearly .all 
grades. The dry weather seems to be the 
chief factor in causing increased receipts and 
also in causing a let up in-the demand, es- 
pecially for stockers, feeders and half fat cat- 
fe. We still look for liberal receipts through- 
out the month, and do not have much confi- 
dence in higher prices, except for choice ma- 
tured stock.
